Old age is a part of life that can only be

escaped by dving joung. The man or the
nation that lives mut grow old. And old
age Is mercilessly suggestive of the quality
of the jouth which preceded It; it Is a time
when the glory of jouthful achievements
halos the head, or the harvest of jouthful
sins weakens the life.

Two nations of the world are y

reaping, in feeble old age. the sowings of
jouth. One is Greece. After standing for
centuries as the revcaler of forms of beau-
ty, and the teacher of words of truth,
Greece, still In the strength of adolescence,
went down into the abyss of sensual in-

dulgence, and was given over to unnatural
vice. Now, In her old age, she tries to
recall the traditions of Marathon and

the memories will not return;
the centuries of vice which ended her
jcuth AH the soil with their harvest, and
her soldiers run before the Turks.

Spain was proud and strong, but indolent
and cruel.. At one time her soldlen. were
tho bravest In Europe, and she controlled
the gold and silver mines of the world
She went on. In contempt of work and of
education. Into a new age, governed by new
conditions. She Is now old and childish,
wjth a pride pitifully In contrast with her
strength, and tastes, in war and peace. In
startling disproportion to her Income.

Greece, with her senile cowardice, and
Spain, with her senile braggadocio, are
two helpless victims of the crimes of
jouth. This nation, now In the first flush
of jouthful vigor, should, along with its
other great Interests, give an occasional
thought to the matter of growing old
gracefully.

'WHAT THE ?EW TARIFF IS DOING.
It is only upon the presumption that the

TTish Is father to the thought that one
maj' account for the pertinacity with
which the Democratic journals cling to the
belief that the DIngley bill will not sup-pl- j'

adequate revenues to the government.
Of course, what may happen lb alvvaja
more or less a matter of doubt and specu-
lation, but by appljing the logic of cur-
rent events, it becomes possible to predict
lor the future with a tolerable degree of
certainty. The logic of events since the
passage of the DIngley bill argues that
It will fulfill the purposes of its makers
and supplj the government with sufficient
revenues, but our Democratic friends can-

not see it in this light and will not have
it so.

Let us see for a moment what evidence
may be brought to sustain the Repabllcan
view ot the situation, and whj the Repub-l.ca-

In congress have decided to let the
tariff alone during the present session. In
the first place, the bill has brought the
full amount of Increase In revenue, month
bj month, expected by its authors. This
Increase Is set forth In the following table,
the figures given being the full amount or
revenue received:
August $18,000000

(September 21,000 000
October 23.000 000
November 24 000,000
December 27,000,u00
January (estimated) 29,000,000

The estimate given for Januarj- - Is based
upon the receipts for the first fifteen dass
of the month, which amount to more than
half of the total given. The Increase be-

tween July and January Is $11 O00.C00, which
Is exactly the amount of the (.melt in
July, tho first month In the first fiscal
j ear for the Dlnglej- - bill. There was no
deficit In December, and there will be lit-

tle or none in Januarj-- , notwithstanding
the Interest pajments this month, and

it is expected that the revenues
will be up to $30,000 0CO a month, which Is
all thit Is required as an average through
the j ear to meet the government expendi-
tures. It is estimated by the secretary of
the treasury that $300 000,000 will meet the
expenses of the government and twelve
times $30,000,000 exactly equals this sum
But Chairman DIngley and Secretarj- - Gage
do not stop with an estimate of $30,000 000

a month. They think that the average
xevenues will go above thl-- i sum. and It Is
certain thej hive good grounds for this
optimistic belief.

Mr. Gage argues In this manner: If the
new bill has already Increased the revenues
to $29.000 000 a month, it is certain to in-

crease them much more when normal con-
ditions aro returned by the exhaustion of
the great amount of goods hurried into the
country in anticipation of the increased
tarifT. The treasury department has exact
statistics of this anticipitory Importation
of goods. They paid rev enuc under the Wil-
son bill to the amount of $32 314,009. when
If thej had been Imported under the Ding-le- y

bill they would have paid revenue to
the sum of $S3.O09,OO0, a difference of

It Is legitimate to add this $31,000,-(-

to the amount the DIngley bill actually
produced, and by doing so wc find that
Instead of a deficit there would have been
a surplus under tho new tarifT for the
flrt six months of its existence. Two
great sources of revenue" have hnrillj pro-

duced a dollar to tho government since the
1st of last Julv. The wool and sugar Im-

portations were so great before that time
that the markets still remain overstocked.
Under normal conditions these two articles
would produce a revenue of $4 500000 a
month, and it is certain that this sum
will be realized on the average when the
present stocks have been exhausted.

Summing up. then, it will be found that
In six months the DIngley bill has ln-- ci

rased the revenues until the deficits an:
nearlj if not quite removed, while there
remains the certaintj- - that still further In-

creases will follow. In a statement to the
hou-- of representatives Hst week Mr.
Dlnglej- - declared that he and the secretary
of the trcasurj- - had revised the estimate
bv which thej- - conceded a small deficit for
the first j ear of the new tariff. They had
made a new one, he said, which showed
a surplus of $10,000,000 for the first year,
and he predicted that before the opening
of the presidential campaign In 1900 our
Democratlo friends would be crusading
against the Republican partj-- because it
was piling up excess revenues In the nation-
al treasury. But throwing aside predic-
tions and entertaining only facts,' there
would seem to be enough of them to sljcnce
the pessimistic bowling of the free trade
press.

Verj- - much Sup-
pose we denounce the painting and the
novel which "trick" people into patronizing
them, meaning bj- - "trickerj" all artistic
devices? The Puritan regarded all decora-
tions, and uniforms, and paintings, und
architectural ornament, and artistic music
as trickerj-- , "devices of tho devil" Does
the impressionist agree with the Puritan?

The Christian Life sees In the taking of
tho Cape York meteorites by Lieutenant
Peary a case of "scientific theft." The
ground of its complaint is that the Esqui-
maux had used these meteorites, accord-
ing to Mr Pearj's own account, as their
supplj- - of iron for spear-head-s, etc. Now
the editor of the Christian Life sees star-
vation settling down upon the Esquimaux
because they have not the wherewithal to
make weapons.

Judge Daly, of New York, recently ex-pressed the often heard notion that theworld suffers from too much government,
"Few laws, hut administered by good menis what is reauired " Thio nii '
to us wiser if Interpreted ns a criticismof the emphasis of present attitudes rath-er than of absolute quantities. Doubtlesswe have a large number of obsolete and in-
operative laws. This is Inevitable if we
are to grow. Swaddling-clothe- s laws nre
not to be applied to grown-u- p soeietj-- . But
new laws must be made for all that, and
old laws amended. However, It is surely
true that we trust too much to the statute,
and neglect too much both the inMstcncs
on the highest qualities in officials and
our own duties In urging and supporting
the enforcement of the law. The rogue
has no good opinion of the law. nor or the
officer of the law. Yet that officer is our
representative, and we owe him all moral
support and public approbation when he
does his dutj'.

You
nre guiltj or murder murder In the first
degree. A crime that is the dictate or a
wicked, depraved and malignant heart; a
heart lost to all sense or reeling and fatal-
ly bent on mischief. You nre gulltj- - of a
crime at which human nature starts and
shudders, and which is punishable almost
universally throughout the world with
death.

"And now it is mj- - painful duty to pro-

nounce upon, jou the sentence of tho law.
It Is not mj- - sentence, If It was I would
not pronounce It. Nor have-- I the least
discretion to make It cither more or less.
If I had I would give u the benefit of the
discretion. It is the sentence of the law
It Is fixed and certain and as an humble
Instrument of the law I simply pronounce
it. This is a critical moment to jou, and
it ought to make an indelible impre-slo- n

on jour memorj. Since jour arrest and
up to this time, have been merelj-- a

prisoner. In a few moments more jou
I w 111 not only bo a prisoner, but also a

convict. A few moments In the future
you will be civilly dead So far as exer-
cising any civil rights as a citizen Is con-

cerned jou will be Just us completely dour!
as If jou were In jour grave. You will
never again exercise the right of an Ameri-
can citizen; and our statute provides that
jour "estate, property and effects shall be
administered and disposed of, in nil re-

spects, as If jou were naturally dead.'
"You aro a joung man, just in the morn-

ing of life; but, henceforth the remainder
of daj-s- , whether thej- - are mnjiv or
Tew, jou will be shut up in prison; and the
great world outside will move on without
jou, just us ir jou did not exist. And still
worse than that; I am now required to
sentence jou to death; sentence jou to
be hanged to death. Whether that sentence
will be carried Into execution or not I do
not know. It can not for at least one jear
from to-d- As one who wishes jou well
allow me to entreat jou to laj- - aside jour
carelessness and frivolities which I am told
jou have manifested in jail and spend that
j ear In honest repentance and preparation
to meet jour Maker. As I have said, the
sentence this daj pronounced cannot be en-

forced Tor at least one jear. Whether
or not it will be enrorccd alter the ex-
piration or the jear, no man knows. It
may be. That will depend entirely on the
merer will nnd discretion or the man who
may happen to be governor or this state
at that time. Every moment or the prison
life of the convict, after the expiration
or one jear, like the alleged lot or Dam-
ocles, Is embittered bj the dread or im-

pending death The sword Is Indefinitely
suspended over his head readj to fall at
anj time That fact will continuouslj make
it qulto interesting to jou. 'Whatever as-

surance I might have, I would never feel
entirelj-- at case, if I knew that mj- - life de-

pended upon the mere whim. will, pleasure
or discretion of one man, no matter who
he might be.

"And now In conclusion. It is tho sen-

tence of the court that jou be convejed
bj- - the sheriff of this county to tho pent-tentia-

of this state, nnd there delivered
to the warden thereof, and that jou be bj
said warden safely kept in said penitcn-tiar- j-

and Imprisoned nt hard labor, and
that at such time as the governor or this
state maj-- appoint, not less than one jear
Trom the date or this sentence, jou be
hanged bv-- he neck until are de.id.
dead, dead, and maj-- the great and good
God have mercj- - on jour soul."
